Continuation of 3. NOTE: the new limitations of "a flat front surface" and "such that one or more of the pinheads outside the region of 
contact are non>contacting with the object" raise new issues that would require further consideration in as far as they would necessitate a 
rejection that was not set forth in the Final Rejection. Furthermore, the limitation of "a flat front surface" does not appear to overcome the 
prior art, since the term "front" is just a relative term. A face can be interpreted to be a front face or a rear face dependent on its relative 
location such as the object or the heat sinl<. The terminology of "a flat front surface" does not have any antecedent basis from the 
specication .
